Dear  Selectmen: 

We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Newfields  for  the 
year  ended  December  31,  1985,  and  have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated 
february  7,  1986.  As  part  of  our  examination,  we  made  a  study  and  evaluation 
of  the  Town's  system  of  internal  accounting  control  to  the  extent  we 
considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  system  as  required  by  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards.  The  purpose  of  our  study  and  evaluation  was  to  determine 
the  nature,  timing,  and  extent  of  the  auditing  procedures  necessary  for 
expressing  an  opinion  on  the  Town's  financial  statements.  Our  study  and 
evaluation  was  more  limited  than  would  be  necessary  to  express  an  opinion  on 
the  system  of  internal  accounting  control  taken  as  a  whole. 

The  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Newfields  are  responsible  for  establishing  and 
maintaining  a  system  of  internal  accounting  control.   In  fulfilling  this 
responsibility,  estimates  and  judgments  by  management  are  required  to  assess 
the  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of  control  procedures.  The  objectives 
of  a  system  are  to  provide  management  with  a  reasonable,  but  not  absolute, 
assurance  that  assets  are  safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or 
disposition,  and  that  transactions  are  executed  in  accordance  with 
management's  authorization  and  recorded  properly  to  permit  the  preparation  of 
financial  statements  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles. 

Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  system  of  internal  accounting  control, 
errors  or  irregularities  may  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also,  projection  of 
any  evaluation  of  the  system  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that 
procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions,  or  that  the 
degree  of  compliance  with  the  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

Our  study  and  evaluation  made  for  the  limited  purpose  described  above  would 
not  necessarily  disclose  all  material  weaknesses  in  the  system.  Accordingly, 
we  do  not  express  an  opinion  on  the  system  of  internal  accounting  control  of 
the  Town  of  Newfields  taken  as  a  whole.  However,  our  study  and  evaluation 
disclosed  no  condition  that  we  believe  to  be  a  material  weakness. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  use  of  Selectmen  and  should  not  be  used 
for  any  other  purpose.

General  Fixed  Assets 

The  Town  does  not  maintain  records  of  general  fixed  assets  as  a  matter  of  policy.  The    I 
recording  of  fixed  assets  would  fulfill  the  need  to  provide  for  physical,  dollar  value 
control,  and  establish  accountability  for  general  government  capital  expenditures  over 
the  years. 

With  the  recording  of  fixed  assets,  the  related  depreciation  could  be  determined  on  an 
annual  basis  for  the  purpose  of  measuring  total  cost  of  governmental  services  and 
evaluating  the  efficiency  of  programs.  The  selectmen  are   in  the  process  of  listing  and 
valuing  all  fixed  assets  owned  by  the  Town.  This  comment  has  been  made  in  prior  reports. 

Revaluation  of  Land  and  Buildings 

During  1985,  the  Town's  valuation  of  property  was  only  22%  of  the  current  fair  market 
value.  This  presents  a  burden  to  the  selectmen  in  trying  to  arrive  at  proper  land  and 
building  valuations  of  new  homeowners,  or  sale  of  agricultural  land. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  selectmen  recognize  the  need  to  have  all  properties  assessed  at 
100%  of  current  valuation.  This  may  be  accomplished  by  having  a  complete  reassessment 
done  by  a  qualified  appraiser.  This  comment  has  been  made  in  prior  reports. 

Trust  Funds 

During  the  current  audit  it  was  noted  that  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  have  one  checking 
account  and  nine  separate  savings  accounts,  for  the  common  trust. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  savings  accounts  be  combined  into  a  common  trust.  This  would 
allow  the  trustees  to  allocate  income  more  easily  and  possibly  earn  a  higher 
interest  rate.  This  comment  has  been  made  in  prior  year  reports.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


For  the  year  1985  the  Newfields  Police  Department 
had  the  following  activity.   We  responded  to  182  Complaints 
filed  by  residents.   137  cases  were  processed  through  the 
Exeter  District  Court.  These  cases  were  the  results  of 
Motor  Vehicle  Violations  or  arrest  for  criminal  activity. 
303  motorists  were  issued  warnings  for  motor  vehicle 
violations  and  58  persons  were  issued  warnings  for  OHRV 
violations.   The  Department  responded  to  24  burglary 
alarms,  38  motor  vehicle  accidents,  75  calls  for  assistance 
to  the  general  public,  153  calls  for  assistance  to  other 
departments,  16  acts  of  criminal  mischief,  13  thefts,  2  acts 
of  criminal  trespass ,  3  acts  of  criminal  harassment  and  1 
untimely  death.   47  residents  requested  that  we  check  their 
homes  while  they  were  on  vacation. 

During  1985  there  were  no  burglaries  report  to  our 
department.   However,  this  year  one  burglary  has  been  reported 
already.   We  would  likd  to  request  all  residents  who  are 
going  to  be  away  on  business  trips,  vacations,  or  whatever 
please  notify  our  Department.   In  doing  so,  this  would  enable 
us  to  keep  a  better  watch  on  your  home.   Also  we  request  that 
you  report  any  suspicious  activity  in  3^our  neighborhood  day 
or  night.   Only  with  your  help  can  we  prevent  crime  from 
happening  in  your  neighborhood. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  residents  of  Newfields  for 
their  help  and  support  over  the  past  year  and  look  forward 
to  be  of  service  in  the  coming  year.

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Fire  Department  Annual  Report  -  1985 

This  past  year  has  been  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Fire  Department. 
We  were  very  fortunate  to  have  only  18  fire  calls  in  town  with  almost 
no  loss  of  property.   There  were  13  mutual  aid  calls  to  assist 
neighboring  towns. 

This  was  an  extremely  good  year  and  I  am  happy  to  report  this. 
In  spite  of  the  low  number  of  fire  calls,  the  department  has  been 
much  more  active  than  in  recent  years.  Monthly  meetings,  drills, 
as  well  as  training  sessions  and  parades  out  of  town  made  up  some 
of  this  activity. 

The  Fire  Station  was  painted  completely  inside  and  out  by 
volunteer  help.   The  'lion's  share'  of  the  work  being  done  by 
Wendell  Sargent  and  Frank  Monaghan. 

The  year  1985  was  the  50th  anniversary  of  our  Fire  Department. 
An  anniversary  committee  was  appointed  to  put  together  a  celebration 
to  commemorate  the  event.   Events  were:   a  parade,  chicken  barbenue, 
raffle,  open  house,  dance  and  a  commemorative  booklet.   The  parade 
marshall  was  Frank  (Tom)  Monaghan,  one  of  the  original  members  and 
after  50  years  still  an  active  fire- fighter.   The  other  original 
members  present  were  Russell  Simpson,  D.  Perry  Smith  Sr. ,  and  Edwin 
Smith  and  George  Gendron  rode  in  antique  autos  followed  by  about 
thirty  pieces  of  fire  apparatus  from  the  surrounding  towns.   The 
reviewing  stand  was  at  the  Fire  Station  and  trophies  were  given  out. 
The  open  house  and  chicken  barbeque  followed  in  the  yard.   The  raffle 
for  a  T.V. ,  a  radio,  a  telephone  and  fire  extinguishers  was  successful. 
The  day  was  topped  off  with  a  dance  and  live  music  at  the  Town  Hall. 
Lots  of  work  but  a  fun  day! 

In  September,  twelve  members  of  the  department  started  taking  a 
State  Firefighters  Certification  Course.   The  course  will  run  from 
September  to  May  each  Thursday  for  three  hours.   There  are  five  members 
from  Newmarket  and  one  from  Hampton.   The  course  is  being  taken  at  our 
Fire  Station.   An  extremely  large  commitment  for  these  men. 

The  Warden  and  Deputies  participated  in  the  State  Forestry  training 
with  some  of  the  surrounding  departments. 

This  year  it  was  decided  that  the  department  would  pay  for  a  catered 
roast  beef  supper  by  the  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  the 
Auxiliary  and  spouses.   This  was  a  thank  you  for  the  Auxiliary  v/ho 
usually  cooked  the  meal  for  us.   A  nice  Christmas  party. 

Department  personnel  have  attended  Civil  Defense  Training  for 
Fire  Departments  in  the  Seabrook  Emergency  Response  Zone.   We  also 
have  participated  in  the  Civil  Defense  Drills.   Communication  equip- 
ment is  coming  in  now  from  New  Hampshire  Yankee.   These  drills  and 
equipment  will  help  us  in  any  disaster,  natural  or  otherwise  as 
well  as  an  accident  at  S6abrook.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 

STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


Between  July  1984  and  June  1985*  we  experienced  more  forest  fires  throughout 
our  state  than  in  any  year  in  the  last  50.   Two  of  the  leading  causes  of  the  - 
1,605  fires  were  children  and  fires  kindled  without  written  permission  of  a 
Forest  Fire  Warden.   Both  causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention. 
Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulations  is  the  responsibility  of  State 
Forestry  officials.   Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations;  however, 
your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  law  may 
be  violated,  callyour  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  will  become  responsible  for  the  timber  tax  payment 
starting  April  1,  1986.   This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law  that  will  impact 
all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of  Selectmen  for  timber  tax  forms.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  ADMINISTRATION 

Wayne  F.  Gersen,  Superintendent 
Nathan  S.  Greenberg,  Assistant  Superintendent 

For  the  past  three  years,  curriculum  development  has  been  the 
primary  focus  of  the  SAU  #16  stafff  .   Working  together  on  Curriculum 
Task  Forces  with   parents  and  School  Board  members,  teachers  and 
administrators  have  written  goals  and  objectives  for  every  High  School 
course  and  every  curriculum  area  in  grades  1  through  8  except  science 
and  language  arts,  which  are  currently  being  reviewed. 

With  the  curriculum  development  work  nearing  completion,  the 
Board  and  administration  have  turned  their  attention  to  the 
development  of  a  long  range  plan  for  the  six  towns  that  comprise  SAU 
#16.   With  the  recent  increase  in  the  student  population  in  the 
elementary  grades,  and  the  continued  overcrowding  at  the  high  school, 
it  is  clear  that  significant  expenditures  will  be  necessary  to  improve 
and  expand  the  facilities  in  our  district.   Some  of  the  alternatives 
presented  to  the  SAU  Board  to  deal  with  population  growth  are: 

*  Constructing  a  new  High  School   in  Stratham  for  St  rat  ham  and 
Newfields  students,  while  simultaneously  renovating  Exeter  AREA 
High  School   for  students  in  grades  nine  through  twelve  in 
Brentwood,  East  Kingston,  Exeter,  and  Kensington. 

*  Constructing  a  new,  second  AREA  Junior  High  in  Exeter  to  house 
grades  7-9,  moving  ninth  grade  students  from  the  High  School 
and  assigning  them  to  the  two  AREA  Junior  Highs,  and 
simultaneously  renovating  Exeter  AREA  High  School  to  house 
grade  ten  through  twelve  students  in  the  six  SAU  towns. 

*  Constructing  a  new  AREA  Middle  School  for  sixth  and  seventh 
grade  students  in  the  six  AREA  towns,  moving  ninth  grade 
students  from  the  High  School  and  housing  them  with  the  eighth 
grade  in  the  Current  Junior  High,  and  simultaneously  renovating 
Exeter  AREA  High  School  to  house  grade  ten  through  twelve 
students  in  the  six  SAU  towns. 

9k  Building  an  addition  onto  Exeter  AREA  Junior  High  School  to 
house  ninth  grade  students  from  the  High  School,  and 
simultaneously  renovating  Exeter  AREA  High  School  to  house 
grade  ten  through  twelve  students  in  the  six  SAU  towns. 

Each  of  these  alternatives  requires  the  expenditure  of  mi  I  I  ions 
of  dollars  on  facilities  for  secondary  students.   Further  mo  re,  none  of 
the  alternatives  directly  address  the  elementary  facility  needs,  which 
are  unique  to  each  community.    Thus,  collectively,  the  SAU  towns  may 
be  required  to  invest  over  $10,000,000  in  their  facilities  in  the  next 
three  to  five  years.   Given  the  magnitude  of  the  funds  required,    the 
SAU  Advisory  Committee  voted  to  invest  $15,000  to  secure  the  services 
of  an  educational  planning  consultant.   This  consultant  will:  obtain 
accurate  data  on  future  pupil  population;  conduct  a  comprehensive 
review  of  the  space  needs  in  each  town  in  the  SAU;  conduct  pub  I  ic 
hearings  on  facilities  i  mp  r  o vemen  ts  for  parents  and  citizens;  develop 
several  alternative  Master  Plans  for  the  SAU  Boards  to  consider;    help 
the  the  Boards  weigh  each  of  these  alternatives;  and,  provide  a  Master 
Plan  that  addresses  the  long  range  facilities  needs  for  each  town  in 
the  SAU. 

The  consultant's  report  should  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the 
current  school  year.    This  will  enable  the  Boards  to  revi  ew  the 
information  over  the  summer,  to  develop  specific  recommendations  by 
September,   1986,  and  to  begin  implementing  those  recommendations  by 
the  1987-88  school   year 

We  hope  you  will  wo  rk  with  us  as  we  plan  for  the  future.    Once 
again,  we  appreciate  your,  continued  support  for  the  education  of  the 
youth  in  our  districts.

The  Newfields  Elementary  School  this  year  has  an  enrollment 
of  seventy-two  (72)  students.   The  school  is  presently  grouped 
into  four  units  -  Grade  1,  2&3,  4#  5  &  6.   All  units  have  one  full- 
time  teacher  with  Grades  2  &  3  and  5  &  6  each  assisted  by  one 
part-time  teacher  during  the  morning  session.   A  Resource  Room  is 
also  staffed  by  one  full-time  teacher.   In  addition  to  the  above 
mentioned  staff,  an  Art  and  Music  teacher  instruct  the  children 
one  day  a  week.   Other  key  personnel  include  a  nurse,  speech         i 
pathologist,  occupational  therapist,  school  secretary,  and  a 
custodian.   The  school  also  receives  services  from  various 
SAU  #16  specialists. 

A  set  of  three  (3)  goals  was  established  for  this  academic      I 
year  by  the  Newfields  School  Faculty.   They  are  the  following: 

1.  Continue  to  improve  public  relations  related  to  the 
Newfields  School  District. 

2.  Implementation  of  the  Health  Social  Studies  program 
in  Grades  1  through  6 . 

3.'  To  promote  the  establishment  and  implementation  of 
uniform  school  procedures. 

The  staff  has  completed  goals  two  and  three  with  goal  one 
being  a  continuing  process.- 

The  Newfields  Parent  Teacher  Organization  has  provided  many 
volunteers  to  assist  the  staff  in  Library  management,  chaperones 
for  school  trips,  and  fund  raisers  for  the  school.   Their  support 
is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  entire  staff.
